It  has  been 
determined  by  all  the  day-to-day  decisions  made  when  life  seemed  easy  and  crisis  seemed  far  away  -  the  decisions  that,  piece  by  piece,  bit 
by  bit,  developed  habits  of  discipline  or  of  laziness,  habits  of  self-sacrifice  or  of  self-indulgence,  habits  of  duty  and  honor  and  integrity  -  or 
dishonor  and  shame.  Because  when  life  does  get  tough,  and  the  crisis  is  undeniably  at  hand  -  when  we  must,  in  an  instant  look  inward  for 
strength  of  character  to  see  us  through  -  we  will  find  nothing  inside  ourselves  that  we  have  not  already  put  there."
